What is Safe at Home West Virginia?
Safe at Home West Virginia is a new approach to providing child welfare and community services to youth 
and their families. This initiative of the West Virginia Department of Health and Human Resources, Bureau for 
Children and Families, provides comprehensive services to youth, ages 12 to 17, with behavioral health needs. 
Services are intended to reduce the need for out-of-home care, particularly congregate care (group homes and 
institutions), and keep youth safely in their own homes and communities. 

Why must we work together to improve outcomes for youth in West Virginia?
The statistics are alarming. While experts recommend that youth be cared for in the most family-like setting 
possible,1 too many West Virginia teens enter and languish in group homes.

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How are we changing services to better meet needs?
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Traditional Approach
Youth were placed in congregate 
care in response to behavioral 
problems.

New Approach 
Communities recognize the impact of trauma, and families are engaged 
in planning for services. Services are offered to address complex needs, 
while youth remain or return home safely.

Safe at Home West Virginia offers youth and their families:

Trauma-informed assessments to identify needs

Wraparound services that are individualized and coordinated 

Evidence-based services and supports to improve outcomes
